Such are Mr. Stephens’s Remarks Concerning Mr 
Emory Sreer and His Dispatch to the Colonels— 
He Has Nothing to Say Through An.- 
other—Mr. Speer’s Sudden, iliness. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The statement in 
Dr. Felton’s letter to Tur Constitution that 
Emory Speer sent his dispatch to the meeting 
of independents in Atlanta with the consent 
of Mr. Stephens, after reading it to him, 
caused considerable cumment here to-day. 
To-night I asked Mr. Stephens if he had ever 
authorized Mr. Speer to send such a tele- 
gram. He replied promptly and with empha- 
Sis: 

“T never did.” 

“Did he read it to you, as the dispatch to 
Dr. Felton declares, before he sent it?’ 

-“If he did I have completely forgotten it. 
Mr. Speer came here and talked to me as I 
lay in bed from my sprained ankles He said 
something about sending a telegram to the 
independents in Atlanta. I said to him dis- 
tinctly: ‘Send what you please; you speak for 
yourself; you send nothing by my 
> - , = * - . 
authority.’ This was all I knew of it until I 
saw his telegram in the papers. While there 
was nothing in it, [ must say it was sent en- 
tirely without authority from me, and if I 
ever saw it, as Mr. Speer says, I have com- 
pletely forgotten jit. After his telegram ap- 
peared he asked Mr. Baldwin, my secretary, 
what I thought of it. I replied to Mr. 
Baldwin that [ thought nothing of it ex- 
cept as a telegram from Mr. Speer 
as | had nothing to do with it, and had told 
him he could send nothing as coming from 
me. It was entirely his own work, and I had 
nothing to do withit. The only grounds he 
could have based such a telegram on was my 
interview with you as greases in THE Con- 
stiruTion. He talked to me about sending 
such a telegram, and I emphatically told him 
he could send nothing as coming from me.” 

Mr. Speer is not in the city. About the 
time the preset deadlock begawin the house 
he became suddenly unwell and is now recu- 
perating at Old Point. It isa zood time for 
men Whose politics are a conundrum to be 
absent and I am glad to state that Mr. Speer’s 
attack; while it may keep him away until 
this trial of strength between democrats and 
republicans is over, is not. considered very 
dangerous. There are strong hopes of his 
recovery immediately after this case is set- 
t’ed. 

THE CONTEST IN THE HOUSE, 

The close of the eighth day consumed by 
the house of representatives in the struggle 
over the Mackey-O’Conner election case dis- 
closes the republicans and democrats oc- 
cupying’ the position respectively held 
-by each party at the outset, the only change 
in theoutlook being the greatly diminished 
probability of a settlement by compromise, 
tbe republican caucus proposition having 
to-day been rejected By the democrats with 
even more emphatic decision than was 
shown by the _ republicans yesterday 
in refusing to entertain the proposition sub- 
mitted by the democrats. A compromise 
being apparently out of the question, the 
situation to-night may be briefly summed up 
as follows: A fixed determination on the part 
of the republicans to insist upon the 
immediate consideration of this case, 
and an equal  determition on _ the 
part of the democrats to resist it. 
Ihe futile attempts of the majority during 
the past week to compel consideration under 
the existing rules of a question even of the 
highest privilege, (the title of a member to his 
seat) has satisfied the republicans of the im- 
practicability of continuing the struggle 


without first securing an amendment to the _ 


rules which dilatory motions. 
A new line of action has 
therefore been agreed upon for 
next week. On Monday, immediately after 
the, reading of the journal, Representative 
Reed will call up the amendment to the rules 
reported by him from the committee on 
rules this morning, which, if adopted, will 
virtually prevent the putting of dilatory 
motions pending the consideration of a ques- 
tion of privilege. If, as they will un- 
doubtedly do, the democrats interpose a 
motion to adjourn, Mr. Reed will 
make a point of order that the motion isa 
dilatory one, and cannot be entertained 
periding the consideration of a proposition to 
amend the rules, and upon his point of order 
will ask to be heard. Mr. Randall will prob- 
ably speak for the democrats and the speaker 
isexpected to sustain the point of order. 
The solution of the whole difficulty, 
therefore, hinges upon the  decis- 
ion of the _ speaker. The democrats 
intimate that he dare not assume the respon- 
sibility of making what they claim tu be’ an 
arbitrary decision clearly outside of the 
rules, while the republicans assert that he 
cannot rule otherwise, and quote as prece- 
dents decisions of Speakers Blaine and Col- 
fax in a similar issue. Mr. Reed will 
urge that the right of the house 
to. determine what’ shall be its 
rules is an organic right expressly given by 
the constitution of the United States, and 
the rules being the creature of that power, 
cannot be used to destroy it; that to enter- 
tain dilatory motions and thus prevent the 
house from exercising its power to make or 
amend its rules, would be to violate the ex- 
press provision of the constitution conferring 
that power. The democrats, on the other 
hand, contend that wnile the rules are 
in force they must be obeyed even in deter- 
mining the mode of procedure "pon a propo- 
Sition to amend them; that otherwise the 
caprice of a majority might amend the -rules 
tosuit the shifting conditions upon every 
conceivable subject of legislation. 

1€ general feeling to-night is 
that the revival of the struggle on Monday, 
upon the line proposed by the republicans, 
will be attended by the most exciting scenes 
yet witnessed by the present congress.

MR. STEPHENS'S LETTER. 


How It Was Recelved by the Politicians iu Washiug- 
ton—Matters at the Capitel. 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Wasnineton, May 24.—There was a lively 
demand for Ti Constitution this morning 
among Georgians at the capitol. Nor was the 
desire to see it confined to this highly respect- 
able class. It was announced in the even- 
ing papers yesterday that the night before 
Mr. Stephens’s letter had been telegraphed to 
THe Constitution and that it flatly contra- 
dicted some reports which have been floating 
around concerning his attitude in the guber- 
natorial campaign. 

When the letter arrived in its original 
shape this morning copies of the paper con- 
taining it were rapidly circulated cad various 
comments were made. Some of the enter- 
prising correspondents who have been writ- 
ing the great Georgian up as the leader of the 
independents felt the wind suddenly drop 
out of their sails. 

‘*That’s a crusher,’’ remarked an eminent 
Georgian, as he finished the last sentence of 
the letter. Mr. Stephens has received many 
warm congratulations from friends 
in Washington. He has tor weeks 
past been one of the principal 
topics of gossip here. While his friends have 
understood all the time exactly how he stood, 
ingenious efforts have been made to distort 
his utterances and to give color to the silly 
story that he was in sympathy with the so- 
called new movement in Georgia. Since it is 
no longer possible to keep up this programme, 
I suppose the next thing in order will be to 
commence abusing him as a bourbon. In- 
deed, the New York Times, of to-day, applies 
that well-worn but indefinite epithet to him. 
Well, the ‘‘bourbon’’ looks better to-day 
than he has” since he had his un- 
fortunate fall. He is fast recovering, is 
in excellent spirits, and while he 
watches the progress of events. in 
Georgia with a calm and_— cheer- 
ful interest he is looked upon by 
common consent here as the next governor of 
his state. His work on the history continues 
without interruption. The advance sheets 
show that it will be a handsome volume. 
While it has been written in an incredibly 
short time, considering tbe nature and scope 
of the subject, it has been formulated from 
materials gathered in years of study, reflec- 
tion and observation. ° 

The labor of answering letters on the guber- 
natorial question has been very heavy on Mr. 
Stephens. 1 hope the letter will lighten 
this. These appeals have come trom 
all parts of the state; from all shades of po- 
litical opinion; from all classes of society. 
Some of them arestrikingly original,expressive 
in a quaint way of the earnestness of their 
writers. The other day when he was speak- 
ing of the great number and variety of these 
letters Ll asked if any of them came from la- 
dies. ‘‘None,’’ was the reply. This is an cv- 
idence of the extreme aversion southern 
women have to touching any political ques- 
tion, for itis well known that Mr. Stephens 
is a universal favorite amongthem. I have 
no doubt they have already, in their hearts, 
elected him governor. 

TEXAS POLITICS, 

In the lone star state they are casting about 
for a good man to put at the head of their af- 
fairs. I hear Mr. Culberson, of the house, 
prominently mentioned jn this connection. 
He is a Georgian anda cousin of A. B. Cul- 
berson, of Atlanta. He ranks high as a law- 
yer in Texas, and if not chosen governor is 
good for a return to congress. Governor Rob- 
erts aspires to the senate and will oppose sen- 
ator Coke, but with not very flattering chances 
of success. Coke is very popular; a man of 
fine natural sense, disturbed by iittle culture. 
Judge Reagan seems to have strong hold out 
there. While he can easily coms back tocon- 
gress, he is being urged to make @ae race for 
governor, and has a strong following for the 
senatorship if he chooses to enter that race. 
Mr. Olin Wellborn is considered safe for an- 
other term in the house. Mr. Jones, present 
greenback congressman from tne Galveston 
district, and one of the loud prophets of po- 
litical revolution in the south, will make an 
independent stand for governor and be left at 
home to nurse his new party. Jones is not 
indis pensable here. 

RAISING OPIUM IN GEORGIA. 

A gentleman residing in Cuthbert writes to 
Senator Brown to procure him some seed of 
the opium poppy and says he is sure they 
The seed have 
been sent and the result of the experiment 
will be reported to the agricuftural depart- 
ment. During the late war opium was suc- 
cessfully grown in Virginia, Tennessee, and 
the Carolinas. Professor Porcher in his ‘‘Re- 
sources of southern fields and furests,’’ says 
that the climate of South Carolina and Geor- 
gia is admirably adapted to the cultivation of 
the poppy. The Cuthbert gentleman says he 
has studied the subject thorough- 
ly and is convinced that he can 
easily supply that county with opium and 
and have enough toexportif he obtains the 
right kind of seed. The best to be had have 
been sent him and the result will be inter- 
esting. The ridicule lavished on LeDuc's tea 
theories may have had a depressing effect on 
the experimental spirit of the agricultural 
department, but it is well known that the 
capacity of southern soil isnot yet even in- 
telligently guessed at. Tea can be raised here 
and a hundred other things, perhaps, which 
we never dream of planting. A hiton opium 
would be a fortune tothe Cuthbert man. I 
hope he will make it. 

THE GEORGIA TIARBORS, 

Senator Brown means to take hold of the 
river and harbor bill when it comes in, and 
to make determined effort to get more money 
for Brunswick and Savannah. It will be an 
up-hill-business to raise the figures already 
set, but no harm will come of trying. Gen- 
eral Gilmore, of the engineer corps, has taken 
a lively interest in the Georgia harbors, as 1s 
shown by his strong reports in their favor, and 
by his appearance in person before the 
house committee to explain their great needs. 
He may come over from New York to give 
the senate committee a talk on this subject. 
If Senator Brown does not succeed in getting 
any more money we will still have by far the 
best shewing we have ever enjoyed In a river 
and harbor bill. For this good fortune we 
must thank the united effurts of the Georgia 
congressmen, aided by Major Wheaton and 
Major Warren, of Savannah, and Colonel Ba- 
eon, of Macon. The southern representatives 
have learned to ask for what they wantin 
congress. They no longer stand on the worn 
theories cf extrefme state’s right and turn 
their backs to the treasury, but they are now 
in for bigslices out of the gencral appropria- 
tions, wrapped in the good. “old flag. 
Congress becomes more and more 
of a business body as the 
interests of the country become greater. and 
more diversified. A man without business 
snap and tact cannot be a successful leader 
now in either house though he have all the 
other gifts you can imagine. Whena man 
comes to congress he advertises himself and 
all the world will know whether he is a fail- 
ure or a SUCCES:

THE NEW COVENANT 


UPON WHICH THE GENERAL AS5- 
SEMBLIES ARE MET. 


The Completion of the Work of Fraternity Between 
the Churches—The 840,000 Bond Scheme In- 
dorsed—Discussing Some of tne De- 
fects of Modern Education. 


The early part of the day was given to the 
publishing house interests, resulting in the 
adoption of the bond scheme. The report on 
the diaconate was referred tothe next general 
assembly. A little breeze was stirred up by 
the report of the eommittee 6n Sabbath ob- 
seryance, many members disapproving of 
anything which looked to a muddying of 
church waters by political fish. The most 
important, though not the most exciting, 
question of the assembly was reached when 
Dr. Hpokins read the report of the committee 
on education. There seemed to be but one 
voice regarding the influence of Godless 
schools. When tne message from the north- 
ern assembly was read, while its halting char- 
acter was admittéd and felt, the spirit of the 
assembly was best expressed by the remark of 
a brawny Texan member that ‘‘the war is 


over, and we, at least, must not renew it.’’ 
Through Dr. A. P. Smith,* chairman, the 
report of the committee on publication was 
read. It reported the practical lifting of the 
debt previously existing; recommended the 
resumption of its publishing interests by the 
church, and for-this purpose suggested the is- 
suance of $40,000 in ten year 4 per cent bonds, 
with optional redemption at five years. The 
bond proposition was put upon adoption by 
motion of Dr. J. 8. Arbuthnott, who cited 
similar action of the Southern Methodist 
church as evidence of the feasibility of 
the plan. Mr. Wilcox called for small 
bonds, as it was probable that many of them 
would be returned subsequently as contribu- 
tions. Mr. Boggs was opposed to the church 
going into the brokerage business. It was a 
lowering of dignity and of questionable 
morality. Dr. Arbuthnott held that the bonds 
could be readily placed. Besides the real 
estate in Richmond offered as security, the 
faith of the chureh would be pledged to their 
payment at maturity. Mr. Ewing, of Ten- 
nessee, said he came from a state where he 
had bonds for breakfast, dinner and supper, 
and where repudiation was calling attention 
to a state of things which might exist in the 
church hereafter if this measure was adopted. 
The real estate security was insuflicient and 
he was not willing that the ‘‘faith’’ of the 
Presbyterian church should be hawked about 
as a merchantable commodity. Wemust pay 
as we go. The bonds raised in the Methodist 
church were not raised for a vrospective pur- 
pose, but to save the church from a disgrace 
which might be brought upon it by default, 
and that people to their honor met the occa- 
sion. Pay as you go. Rev. Roger Martin did 
not want tosee Presbyterian bonds quoted in 
the stock warket. Mr. Gordon advocated re- 
sumption of the publication work. Colonel 
Collier said when a man was in possession of 
a legitimate paying business it was good mor- 
als for him to build upon the reasonable hopes 
such business might give, and his ultimate 
failure, through unforseen reasons, and no 
fault of his own. involved no blame. The 
church had a property and a publishing busi- 
ness which justified the action proposed to be 
taken. Aftermuch more debate the report 
of the committee was'adopted and the bonds 
will be issued. 

The report of the auditing committee was 
read, and favorably reviewed the accounts of 
the committees on home and foreign mis- 
sions, publication, education and the Tusca- 
loosa institute. The moderator suggested the 
use of the word committee instead of board 
in the report. 

The chairman (Mr, Vietch)—I got the word 
from the book. 

The Moderator—That don't matter. I 
never liked the ‘‘board’’ from the time when 
I was a very small boy. 

Tlie report was adopted. The report of the 
committee onthe minutes of the synod of 
Memphis was adopted. The report of the 
committee on systematic beneficence was read 
by Rev. R. P. Kerr, of Savannah. It showed 
a general increase in the contributions of the 
church toward the various objects under its 
eare. It provided for the discussion of the 
interests of foreign missions at the concerts 
of monthly prayer, to which many members 
took exceptions, as appearing to discriminate 
against the home mission cause. Dr. McEl- 
waine said it was yet to be decided whether 
this was to remain a Christian country. 
Large sections of it is dominated by the 
Catholics. Hordes are pouring in from Rus- 
sia, Italy, and other infidel and Catholic 
countries. Dr. Kerr suggested that over $1 - 
QU0,000 a year was contributed, and of this 
only 369,000 went to foreign missions. Dr. 
J. Leighton Wilson spoke for the foreign 
work. We have but 20 evangelists abroad. 
Propositions looking to the equal division of 
the collections were lost, and the report of the 
committee was adopted. 

Rey. Mr. White made a speech about the 
fertility of the soilin the Mississippi valley, 
and proceeded to ‘‘tell an incident about the 
Central Americain raid-ocean, and the officer 
on—. 

The confusion was so great that he lost the 
thread of his discourse and did not know 
where he was. 

Dr. McIlwaine—You had the officer on the 
Central America in mid ocean? 

Mr. White proceeded with his illustration. 
The richest lands in the world were in the 
Cohoama section In 1880 it produced 380,000 
bales of cotton; it is capable of producing 
5,000,000. The people there are refined. More 
are coming. When you are raising money 
for the foreign missions what about the 
bottoms? The two objects are like Siamese 
twins. I go with the Bible in one hand and 
bread in the other. We want men, but we 
do not want men who are not wanted in the 
east. There is plenty work to do. 

Dr. Bryson read the report of the commit- 
tee on home missions. It accepts the bequest 
of the late Dr. Stewart Robinson, and recom- 
mends that the execulive committee take the 
necessary steps to raise the fund to $100,000 to 
be known as the Stewart Robinson fund. 
Home mission societies were recommended. 
Placed on the docket. Recess was taken an- 
til four o'clock. 

THE FRATERNAL QUESTION, 

The first business of the evening session 
was the reading of the communication from 
the general assembly, at Springfield, Llinois, 
as follows: 

SPRINGFIEID, Ill., May z7.—The general assembivy 
of the Presbyterian church in the United States, 
at Atlanta, Georgia: The action referred to does 
not modify but it explains the concurrent resolu- 
tion, and the explanation is on the face of the ac- 
tion. There is nothing behind it or between the 
lines. The dissolution of our assembly is pear at 
hand. Wemay be ready .for final adjournment 
thisevening The exchange of delegates is im pos- 
sible before Tuesday. Shall we not each appoint 
delegates tis day to visit the respective assemblies 
next year? We wait your answer with deep and 
prayerful interest.

The motion to 
postpone was carried. A resolution was 
adopted tendering avknowledgment to the 
family of the late Dr. Stuart Robinson tw 
connection with the bequest of $25,000.

EDUCATION. 
The report on education was read by Dr. 
Hopkins. It narrated the great fie!d to be 
filled, and the scarcity of laborers. The can- 
didates for the ministry are decreasing, the 
ranks of the clergy are being depleted by 
death. There were last year 144 candidates 
for the ministry, while this year there were 
114, and thusit goes. The paucity of candi- 
dates is due to the absence of religious family 
training. Dr. Pratt, of Louisville, said there 
were no Samuels and Timothies rising up to 
take the place of the ministers who were 
passing away. The fault isin the families; 
the subordination of Christ to the world; so- 
cial distinction and wealth taking the place 
of Godand piety. The education of our day is 
worldly. We need men consecrated to God from 
their mother’s womb. Mr. Morrow ascribed 
the decadence of candidates to be due to 
godless schools and colleges. The Bible is 
regarded as an insignificant book, being 
placed, if placed in the hands of the 
student at all just asthe otherancient classics. 
Professors of colleges may be Christians but 
daily hours of study that is held in abeyance 
as the constitution of colleges forbid 
religious teachings assuch. We are training 
our children without any reference to the 
service toGod. The question went over as 
unfinished business until Monday.

THE CHAIRMAN OF THE DELEGATION, 

Rev. William Brown, D.D., chairman of the 
delegation appointed to bear to the northern 
church the fraternal greetings of the southern 
assembly, was born in Rockbridge county, 
Virginia, in 1811, and is consequently 71 years 
of age. . He graduated at Washington college, 
Lexington, and was called to the pastorate of 
the old Augusta church in Virginia, which 
relation he held for 25 years. For 20 years 
he was editor of the Central Presbyterian, 
published at Richmond.

A Careleas Officer Dismiased from the Treasury Be- 
cause of Groas Negligence. 


WASHINGTON. May 27.—George S. Bell, oc- 
cupying the respo sible position of custedian 
of the dies, plates, etc., at the bureau of en 
yraving and printing, was discharged by Sec. 
retary Folger to-day, and Mr. Burrill, of the 
same department, was temporarily appoin:ed 
in his place. To avoid any misunderstanding 
as to the cause of this action, it is authorita- 
tively stated that it has no bearing whatever 
on the stolen $1,000 bond plate. Mr. Bell was 
dismissed because of gross carelessmess ani 
lack of vigilance in the discharge of 
his duties.

A Perfect Failure in Many Parts of Virginia and North

| ARABI BEY DEPOSED. 


THE KHEDIVE MAKES ISSUE WITH 
HIS MINISTERS. 


a New Mivistry- A Stormy Scene in the Khe- 
dive’s Palace—The Threats of the Army 
Officers— The Communication.

Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Carro, May 27.—This afternoon the khedive 
summoned the dignitaries, ulemas, deputies 
and other Arabic notabilities, and also 
the principal officers of the army, and 
addressed them in emergetic terms on the 
subject of the existing political situation. He 
explained the object of the English and 
French naval expedition, and = an- 
nounced that he had = assumed 
preme command of the army 
was resolved to maimtain strict discipline. 
The ofticers present replied in insolent lan- 
guage, and declared that they would never 
accept the ultimatum effered by England and 
France, nor recognize the right of interfer- 
ence of any power exeept Turkey. They 
then abruptly left the khedive’s presence. 
The khedive has since received a telegram 


from the military conmmander at Alexan- 


dria, in which they  ¢deelare’ that 
they will not recognize amybody but Arabi 
Bey, and demand his reinstallment within 
twelve hours. After the expiration of that 
term they will not, they say, be responsible 
for the majntenance of order. After the 
audience with the khedive, the notables, 
ulemas and military officers held a meeting at 
the house of Sultan Pasha, where the officers 
used even more violent langwage than at the 
palace. A regular vote for the deposition of 
the khedive was proposed, but the notables 
and ulemas unanimously oppesed such 
a proceeding. It was finally decided to ask 
the khedive toretain Arabi Bey as minister 
of warand Sultan Pasha proceeded _ to the 
palace with that message. The khedive ab- 
solutely refused to grant the request, and 
added that the porte had telegraphed to him 
congratulating him on his conduct, and on 
his acceptance of the resignation of the 
ministry. 
THE INTERVENTION EX/4.ALNED, 

Spevial Dispatch to the Constitution. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 27.—The English and 
French ambassadors, in a second identical 
communication to the porte, pointed out that 
the events leading tothe naval expedition 
were so sudden, and the crisis so pressing that 
it was impossible to come toa previous un- 
derstanding with the powers.- The news of 
reconciliation only arrived after theships had 
sailed. Moreover, it was unlikely that 
the reconciliation would be durable. 
The squadrons were sent, not from 
selfish or interested motives, but to seeure the 
interests of all European powers and to main- 
tuin the authority of the khedive as estab- 
lished by the successive firmans. The govern- 
ments never purposed landing troops tor the 
occupation of the country, and would recall 
the ships as soon as order was secured and the 
future guaranteed.

ARABI BEY DISCOMFITTED. 


Resignation ef the Ministry and a New Cabinet Form 
ed—Appealing to the Sultan. 
Lufti 


Lonpon, May 27.—Omar Pacha, 
Cherif Pacha, Ragheb Pasha, Sultan Pasha 
and several others of the principal pashas are 
now assembled at Ismail palacg. It is ex- 
pected that they will support the new min- 
istry, of which Cherif Pasha or Omar Pasha 
Lufti will be president, with Haidar Pasha 
as minister of finances. The British and 
French consuls general called on Arabi Bey to- 
day, and declared that they held him person- 
ally responsible for the maintenance of public 
security. The khedive has issued a procla- 
mation to the provincial authorities enjoin- 
ing them to especial vigilance for maintain- 
ing public security. He says the British and 
French squadrons have come to Alexandria 
with a friendly object, and he ordersa com- 
plete stoppage of recruiting or the summon- 
ing of reserves. All men called out are or- 
dered to return home. The khedive will an- 
nounce in a proclamation to the army that he 
personally assumes supreme command of the 
troops. A dispatch to the Standard from Cairo 
states that Arabi Bey hassent an officer to 
the porte with a petition assuring the sultan 
of the devotion of the national party and 
praying for the deposition of the khedive in 
favorof Holim Pasha. The petition is signed 
by the ministry which has just resigned and 
eight notables. 

A correspondent of the Times at Alexan- 
dria asserts that the resignation of the minis- 
try wes in consequence of an order from the 
porte. Cheriff Pasha will form a new minis- 
try. There are great rejoicings over the turn 
atfairs have taken,as the exodus of Europeans 
had stopped business, but some fears are ex- 
pressed that the porte will press the policy of 
reducing Egypt toa condition of a Turkish 
province. 

Paris, May 27.—The Republique Francaise, 
M. Gambetta’s paper, not only condenins 


Turkish intervention in Egypt as a blow at 
the French in Africa, but even points to the 
possibility of England, under a future cabinet, 
swallowing Egypt as she did Cyprus. 


AN ASSESSMENT LEVIED.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The star route cases 
came up in the criminal court to-day on mo- 
tions made to quash the indictments.

SHOT SiX TIMES. 


Mr. Silk was Hard te Kill, But They Got Him at Last 
Special to the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Liti/E Rock, May 26.—An Indian Territory 
special says: Moses Silk has been killed at 
Fort Spunky. Silk was drunk and was firing 
a revolver indiscriminately, when Sheriff 
Taylor attempted to take the weapon from 
him, but Silk threw him down and threaten- 
ed to killhim. Taylor rose and walked away, 
but returned presently and sbot Silk in the 
back, and as the latter turned, shot him again 
in the breast. Silk staggered and seemed 
blinded, as he fired at a Choctaw Indian, who 
was seated on a stump eating lunch and tak- 
ing no partin the affray. .The Indian was 
shot through the hat. He leveled his shot- 
gun at Silk and fired both barrels, 
loaded with bird-shot, into his 
stomach. Silk now walked r to Taylor and 
said: ‘“‘Taylor, you have killed me, but I 
want to make friends before I die.’’ As he 
spoke he seized the sheriff and tried to kill 
him. As he held him in his arms he drew 
one of the sheriff's pistols from his belt and 
shot the officer ofce, when two of Taylor’s 
friends came to his aid and lodged two balls 
in the side of his assailant. Silk loosened his 
hold, walked back a few steps. and, exclaim- 
ing: “You have killed me this time sure,”’ 
fell on the ground and died without a struggle. 
He had been shot six times, and was litera'ly 
riddled with lead. Silk was one of the most 
notable desperadoes in the [Indian nation, and 
had long been a terror to the people of Fort 
Spunky, a little village on the line of the new 
railroad. He is credited with being accessory 
to numberless murders. 

NASHVILLE TENN., May 26.— Yesterday near 
a house on the mountain, sixteen miles from 
Knoxville, John Walker was stabbed by An- 
drew Evans.

Mr. Thompson represented the Woman’s associa- 
tion, and in ashort speech advocated the cause of 
temperance in Sunday-school work. The address 
was weli received, and was followed by a re: olution, 
unanimously adopted, that this convention hearti- 
ly and earnestly indorse the work of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperauce association, and will hear- 
tily co-operate in the same. 

“What Shall the Harvest Be?’’ was then heartily 
sung. 

The next subject of discussion was the ‘‘Progress 
and Prospect of the Sunday-school Work in North 
Georgia,’’ by the Rev. Virgil C. Norcross, of AUlanta. 
The reverend gentleman, fortified by statistics of 
the progress made in the last decade in this section 
of our state, painted a glowing picture of its future, 
illustrating the power of organization and the suc- 
cess which crowns well directed effort, heightening 
the picture by acoloring of future glory—the suc- 
cess of that effort. His speech was listened to with 
marked attention. 

The next subject discussed was announced by 
the president—‘‘The best methods of conducting a 
Sunday-school or class’’—and Mr. J. C. Courtney, 
secretary of the convention and superiltendent of 
the First Methodist church Sunday-school of At- 
lanta, in a lecture, unique, logical, forcible and 
beautiful, charmed and delightei the audience for 
thirty minutes. It was a blackboard illustration, 
interspersed with beau iful illustrations and vivid 
word paintings of the qualities of the successful 
Sunday-school teacher and superintendent. 

Letiers were read from his excellency, Governor 
Colquittand Rey. A. 8. Thomas, chairman of the 
executive committee, explaining that official duties 
have prevented their hoped-for attendance. 

(QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 

This interesting portion of the proceedings was 
novel and well conceived, Mr. J. W. Wallace, ol 
Augusta, aleading Sunday-school worker, under- 
taking the difficult questions, such as the following:

THE WEEK ACROSS THE WATER. 
Just when the Crivoscians had yielded and 
all Europe thought the eastern question was 
to pass out of sight for at least a brief time, 
the Egyptians rise up contrary to indications 
at the close of the previous week, to assert 
their longings for freedom and a written con- 
stitution—for relief alike against the claims 
of the porte as suzerain and the intervention 
of England and France in her internal and 
especially monetary affairs. Arabi Bey, at 
the head of the army, stands also at the head 
of the nativnalist movement. The Egyptians 
are in truth waking up, and in their ambition 
o achieve something they easily, if not 
naturally, become adherents to a movement 
that proposes to hand over Egypt to the 
Egyptians. The situation at this writing is 
critical. The ministry has resigned; England 
and France demand the sending of Arabi Bey 
into exile as a condition precedent to the sup- 
port of the khedive against the demands of 
the nationalists, and Arabi Bey himself, sup- 
ported by the notables, the army and the 
people, proposes to fight in preference to 
longer submission to foreign domination. 
This brings the eastern question to the frort 
again. If England and France undertake to 
settle the matter by force, Austria, Germany, 
Russia, Italy, Turkey and Greece will each 
take a hand, and all the dangers and 
possibilities of a Balkan rising will 
confront Europe again.” The entire business 
nas a very warlike look. Arabi Bey will 
joubtless, in case of conflict, arouse all the 
‘eligiousand race prejudices of not only the 
Egyptians, but of all the other people in 
North Africa. The Mohammedans of North 
Africa are ready to a man to give France a 
re tg no matter what side the sultan 
eae, ge iron clads of the powers are at 
exandria, but no action has been 
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taken on their part looking to a landing of 
troops. 
Next to Egypt the internal affairs of Russia 
have attracted the most attention during the 
past week. The people of Russia are in a con- 
dition of unrest. They want change, relief, 
even revolution. The coronation of. the Cear 
was to have taken place at Moscow on Sep- 
tember 6, and great preparations had been 
made, when the announcement came that the 
ceremony would not take place until next 
year. The coronation festivities were to last 
several weeks, and the gorgeous ceremony 
was the talk of the world. It is indefinitely 
postponed because evidence came to hand in 
some form, or perhaps in various forms, that 
it could not be held except at the risk to all 
official participants. The terrorist govern- 
ment of Russia had so decreed, and its decrees 
were never better obeyed than they are to-day. 
But the reign of terror is not the worst feat- 
ure of the situation. The misery of the peas- 
antry makes them desperate, and they are 
ready to attack the land owners, the officials, 
the Jews or any one other class that are in a 
better condition than themselves. Just now 
the Jews are the victims of popular fury. 
Thousands of them are fleeing to save their 
lives. As a rule their property has been 
stolen or destroyed. In the little Austrian 
town of Brody, a frontier town of less than 
20,000°people, there are now 120,000 Jewish 
refugees waiting for an opportunity to go to 
America or any othercountry in which they 
can earn a living and be free of Russian perse 
cution. Great suffering has resulted and 
must continue to result from the outrages that 
the Russian government is practically a party 
to. Its effort, however, to turn popular in- 
“nation from itself tothe Jews will not 
wove successful. The Jews may have to go, 
jut that fact will not restore peace and power 

the czar and his lieutenants. 

During the week the Irish question has 
10t been materially changed. -The arrears of 
rent bill has passed to a second reading, and 
Mr. Gladstone has given notice of his- inten- 
ion to give both the repression and the ar- 
rears bill precedence over other business. 
Both will be adopted very nearly as they 
came from the hands of the government. 
Mr. Parnell and the conservative portion of 
the land league express themselves as satistied 
with the arrears bill, which is really one of 
the most important actsof the age. It pro- 
poses in brief to put hundreds -of thousands 
of tenants on their feet by 
paying their arrears of rent in 
part out of the public purse and in 
part by arbitary enactment. Mr. Parnell 
very properly accepts this remarkable conces- 
sion, but the more violent Irish leaders are 
not satisfied with it. Mr. Davitt, at Man- 
chester, declared that landlordism must go 
before agrarian crime could be abolished in 
Ireland, and Mr. Dillon, who speaks for Lim. 
erick in parliament, was equally violent. 
The latter indorsed extreme measures, even 
that of assassination under certain cireum- 
stances. These men pander to the revolu- 
tionary spirit, and are perhaps bidding for the 
place that Mr. Parnell has held in the hearts 
of the Irish people. Let us hope that Mr. 
Parnell will be able to maintain his power. 
He is an ardent advocate of the arrears bill, 
and well he may be. Asa gift every tenant 
in arrears whose rent is valued at or under £30 
gets one year’s rent, andin addition he is 
freed of all other arrears. In other words 
the state presents. to the tenants 
$10,000,000, and the landlords = are 
forced togive them $40,000,000 in arrears. 
The tenants therefore receive a free gift of 
about $50,000,000. The beneficiaries number 
first and last 585,000, representing in round 
numbers 3,500,000 persons who now, in the 
words of Mr. Gladstone, “are at the mercy of 
the landlords.’’ Says a correspondent: ‘The 
immediate effect of the measure will be tc 
save tens of thousands of families from evic- 
tion, to restore to their homes a thousand 
families already evicted whom the land league 
is unable to protect, notwithstanding the 
boast of its leaders. How pressing the neces- 
sity was becoming may be judged by the re- 
cent eviction of 2,000 persons in Connemara, 
and other thousands allover the country. 
Had not the government stepped init is 
calculated that 250,000 would have been 
evicted by the end of winter, as the 
landlords were preparing monster clearances 
under the protection of the new coercion bill. 
Without the arrears bill the land act was 
usterly useless to the poorer tenants, because 
they all owe from two to five year’s rent, 
which they are wholly unable to pay. On 
some rack-rented estates, where old arrears 
have been kept alive, the tenants owe legally 
as high as fifteen year¢ rent, which putsithem 
hopelessly in the power of the landlord, and 
makes them the veriest slaves. Under the 
arrears bill all those old debts will be swept 
away and the tenants, for the first time in 
their history, will have a fair start without 
any fear that their improvements may be 
confiscated by rack-renting landlords.”’

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PRESBYTERIANS, 
SOUTH. 

It is with the deepest regret, that we confess 
the northern Presbyterians have not met the 
manly and Christian message of the southern 
assembly in the proper spirit. The report of 
the committee to which the message was con- 
fided is all that could be expected. It meets 
the occasion fairly and responds to the 
fraternal feeling that is behind the letter of 
the message. While the committee was out 
deliberating, however, a few intolerants cap- 
tured the assembly and committed it to a 
limitation of the return message that takes 
Out all its grace and courtesy, and makes 
complete harmony impossible. 

It will be noted that the report of the com- 
mittee of the northern assembly began with 
these words: While receding from no prin- 
ciple, we cheerfully withdraw,” et®. Then 
why was it necessary for the assembly to pass, 
in the face of this saving clause, an amend- 
ment that reflects upon the integrity of every 
southern man who took part in the late war, 
and blackens the memory of every southern 
soldier who sleeps on the field of battie.. The 
southern assembly said inthe fullest and 
frankest spirit that they were willing to for- 
get and forgive the past, and withdraw every 
offensive remark they had made. This was 
surely enough between two wings of the same 
church—between Christians dealing witha 
Christian duty. There was no political ques- 
tion at issue—no political principle at stake. 
It was simply a matter of peace and forgive- 
ness and fraternity—a lesson that was taught 
by the Master of all creeds, before any creed 
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was formulated, any church was born or any 
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war foyght—will endure long after churches 
have passed away and the world itself has 
perished. 

The southern assembly can go no 
further than it has gone. Represent- 
ing a conquered and impoverished 
people, it has sent from brave but 
gentle hearts a message of love and peace to 
those who conquered and impoverished. 
They in return, lacking the magnanimity 
with which a brave victor regards his beaten 
foe, insist that these brothers in Christ shall 
couple with their withdrawal a confession 
that will stigmatize the cause for which they 
fought, and to which they pledged their lives, 
their fortunes and their sacred honor. We 
were earnest in urging our. assembly to send 
the first fraternal message, and to make it 
broad, ample and sincere. We are equally in 
earnest in opposing their acceptance of the 
narrow and ungracious terms proposed by 
the northern church. If our assembly ever 
goes so far as to formally accept these 
terms they cannot command the peace 
they invoke. The Presbyterian peo- 
ple throughout the south, whose 
sons and brothers died in defense of a cause 
they at least believed to be just and holy, will 
never subscribe to a compact that impugns 
the living and honors the dead. They are 
willing, and more than willing—in the sin- 
cerity of men who, brave enough,to maintain 
an unequal and beroic struggle for four years, 
are brave enough to accept in perfect good 
faith the situation they could not amend 
with the sword—to shake hands heartily over 
the past and march shoulder to shoulder in 
the grand work of the future, as brothers lov- 
ing without doubt, and fighting without ques- 
tion the battles of the Master. But they can 
gono further. Todo so would be to forfeit 
their own self-respect and their power for 
good in their own church. 

We should like to ask these few bigots of the 
northern church where and when they will 
get reconciliation and reunion if thev fail to 
make itnow? Whenthey have walked down 
the valley of death, and through the portals 
of the grave,have entered the other and better 
world, will they still refuse to fraternize with 
their southern brethren until it is reaftirmed 
and admitted that they were rebels and 
traitors? Will they spring political questions 
and hold aloof till it is settled, in the very 
shadow of the throne upon which sits that 
Saviour who silenced all challenge of the 
Magdalen that knelt at his feet, and 
who taught the lesson of unreserved frater- 
nity on the cross? In all reverence, when 
these bigots meet in that land of peace, a 
Presbyterian soldier whose whole heart be- 
longed to God, and who fought im the light 
of His word, who never led his troops to 
battle without praying humbly that God 
might bless his cause, and who, right or 
wrong, had his prayers so answered that he 
a battle—when they meet this 
hosts, who at last 


never lost 
leader of the southern 
sanctified with his life-blood the integrity ot 
his purpose, will these men refuse to frater- 
ize with him, until they have reasserted ana 
he has confessed that the boys who died with 
him were traitors, and the cause they fought 
for was a wicked and unholy one? 

The issue between the two sections of this 
country was settled practically by the sword. 
The work of thesword has been supplemented 
by the law. The result is fixed irrevocably 
and precisely. As to the sentiment of the 
matter, the people of each side thought they 
were right. ‘Their intentions were patriotic 
and their motives were pure. The heroism 
of the struggle attests that it was a brave peo- 
‘ple, divided on honest differences. It is con- 
fessed to be mischievous and wicked to revive 
these issues in political discussions. How 
much more mischievous when the church 
lends its holy name and its high influence to 
such unworthy strife. The southern assem- 
bly has done its duty, its full duty, and its 
whole duty. It must now await the time 
when the nerthern assembly has done as 
much. Pending ‘that time it has the confi- 
dence of its people and the thanks of pa- 
triots everywhere. 


Since the above was in type we learn that 
the northern assembly has sent a message de- 
claring that the resolution of the convention 
touching rebellion and disloyalty did not 
modify the report of the committee which 
had been adopted with hearty enthusiasm. 
This clears the situation considerably, and if 
the northern assembly stands on its commit- 
tee’s report, there is every chance of perfect 
and permanent reunion. God speed the day!

The company will manufacture the 
improved globe planter, patented by Mr. T. M. 
Barna, whose present address is 9 Forsytao street. 
This machine has, since its invention in 1879, se- 
cured an unprecedented populari'y, and at the ex- 
position last year was awarded the highest certificate 
and a $100 gold medal over twenty nine competi- 
tors. In awarding the certificate and medal, the 
judges used this language:

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THE PEACH CROP, 


Ferther Details and Information on the Transporta- 
tion Question in Interviews and Letters 

The peach season is faily opening, with very high 
prices. Almost all the middle Georgia orchards are 
sending forward afew crates each day, for which 
they get from twelve to fifteen dollars a bushel. 
One dealer in this city received on Thursday eigh- 
teen crates from one shipper, paying at the rate of 
thirteen dollars a bushel. These peaches retailed 
at sixty cents a dozen on ourstands. The crop 
holds its fine appearance, and prices will be main- 
tained for severai days, as the northern and western 
markets have as yet been barely touched. 

The greatest interest is felt in the matter of trans- 
portation, for while the express company can carry 
all the fruit offered at the present stage of the crop, 
anishippers at present prices can pay express 
charges, the bulk of the crop will soon be on and 
new and cheaper routes will then be needed, We 
present below the latest information on the subject 
of fruit handling and trausportation: 


MR. JOSEPH M. BROWN ON THE FRE.GHT QUESTION. 

Mr. Joseph M. Brown, general ircightagent of 
the Western and Atlantic road, submits an official 
freight list, which we print:

This is by regular freight 
trains On this point, however, Mr. brown says: 

“Lam now trylug to arrange a schedule by which 
we can put «# freight trainsrom Atanta to Louis- 
ville and Cincinnati in 28 hours. i have aboutsue- 
ceeded in ciosing this. Tuis is nearly as fast as 
express trains.”’ 

“Your road is ready to take the start in this fast 
schedule?’’ 

“Yes Mr. Anderson, our suncrintendent, is ex- 
tremely progressive and liberal in fostering these 
special industries and opening up the great Ww: stern 
markets to southern truck and fruit growers. He 
organized the system of carrying oranges on fast 
freight trains to Chicago, and last year we carried 
car load after car load of this delicious fruit to high 
markets in the west. [am satisfied we can do even 
better with melons and peaches.’ It musi be no- 
ticed, in the rate sheet published above, that we 
will carry lots of 100 pounds of fruit at90 centsa 
hundred to Chicago. It is best and cheapest to 
ship by car-load, but of course we will take any 
quantity. Iam sure thatina few days Ican give 
just as good rates to the east as we how offer to the 
west.”’ 

The rates given by Mr. Brown are less than half 
of what the currentrates heretofore have been. If 
refrigerator Cars could be added to these freight 
trains and the fast schedule adopied, the whole 
problem of fruit transportation wouid be solved. 
On this point the following are submitted to show 
that Mr. Brown is earnestly at work inp the matter:

INSTRUCTIONS FOR SHIPPING PEACHES, 

The committee appointed at the fruit growers’ 
convention to issueacireular giving instructions 
as tothe best nicthod of shipping peaches, beg to 
submit the folowli.g: 

Peaches intended fora distant market should be 
earefully picked when they have attained their 
growth and color, and before they soften on tae 
tree. ‘This stage can be determined by practical 
experience alone. IJtisimportant that your fruit 
be matured bunt not decayed when it reaches its 
destination. ‘Too much care cannot be exercised in 
handling your peaches. Touch themaslighily and 
tenderly as though they were eggs. In fact, 
asa member of our committee snegests, a Dlow that 
would not break au egg, Would rnin a peach. Pick 
and depositin shallow baskets, carry bunt do not 
haul to your packing house; pack in shallow erates 
holding one-third of a bushel; pack with the ut- 
most care and use excelsior moss or some equally 
soft material in order to fill up the interstices so as 
to make the crate as sofid as possible and prevent 
the slats from bruising the fruit. Too much stress 
cannot be laid on having the peaches packed close- 
ly in the box, for if they loose from shrinkage or 
careless packing jostling about in transit is Sure to 
ruin them. Afterthe peaches are packed as near 
level as possible with the top of the box, a layer of 
excelsior or some soft packing material should be 
spread over and the slats firmly pressed down and 
nailed. Ship your best fruit. Allow wormy de- 
cayed specimens to remaia on your farm for the 
hogs. Wrapping each peach with tissue paper on 
the plan adopted by orange shippers is more of an 
injury than a benefitas it retards the free circula- 
tion of air, an important item while the peach is in 
transit. In marking your crates or boxes be very 
certain to mark them on theend. This enables 
those engaged in handling them to see at a glance 
the name of the consignee. 

In conclusion, do all your work thoroughly, from 
first to last. If you have had no experience in 
shipping, it would be well to call on some gentle- 
man engaged in the business and practically inform 
yourself as to the nice little details that make up 
the entire business. It is worse than suicidal to 
patiently work and wait for fruit to grow and ma- 
ture, and then, through ignorance or negligence, 
ruin your crop.

THE SMALL-POX. 


Only One Case Developed Vesterday—Official KRepor 
of the Health Board, 

As will be seen by the report of the board 
of health, there was only one new case of 
smali-pox yesterday. For sometime now the 
disease has not averaged one new case a day, 
and on only one day has the number reached 
as high as three. In view of the fact that 
four weeks ago there were ten cases developed 
in one day, this is a most gratifying showing. 
The disease is now under such entire control, 
and such great precaution is taken with every 
case and those exposed to it, that those who 
were at first inclined toscare are no longer 
uneasy, and business has been resumed as 
usual. Talk of small-pox has almost entirely 
ceased. It is true that there has hardly ever 
been a larger crowd on the streets than was 
out on yesterday. The leading streets were 
simply thronged with people, and everything 
wore its aceustomed = aspect. It may 
fairly be said that the scare is over and busi- 
ness has been resumed with its usual activity. 
In the meantime the vigilance of the health 
department will not be relaxed. Below is 
the official report:

The Philosopher Drops Into Poetry and shows the 
Spring Time Fervor Pulsing Through His Ink 
~About Beinga Boy—The Old Way and 
the New-—Bee Hives and Plows.

Just now the country is most glorious. You 
city people ought toshutup your doors and 
come out and see the sniling land, and jux- 
uriate in beauty and innocence and peace. 
A sure and beautiful harvest is in sight every- 
where and the farmers are about to be re- 
deemed. Nature isin.her teens just now— 
a blushing maiden wearing, pantalets and 
preparing to bang her flaxen hair. How’s 
that for high? If I wasa poet I would sit in 
my piazer this lonely evening and breath a 
poem or on ode or an idle or a pastoral song 
and say : 

How sweet the sunlight rests upon the land 

The woods are happy in their summer clothes 
The waving grain by gentle breezes fanned 

Gives token of good picking for the crows. 

The ftieldsare proud and ‘feeling of their oats’’ 

Or boast of being “‘just as good as wheat’’ 

The jay bird sings his adamantine notes 

And kine with swelling fat stick ont a feet. 

Jesso. I feel’ the poetic inspiration all 
aboard, but somehow my rhymes have to be 
powerfully strained. This I suppose is the 
tault of our language, though possibly it may 
he mine for there are a power of foiks who 
swell up and gush, but are net poets. Maybe 
that blank verse is my forte in the spring of 
the year, for they say itisa higher type of 
rapshody and is more esthetic. Blank verse 
don’t jingle like a jewsharp, but it elevates a 

man to more ethenal regions. Blank verse 
has no long weter, or short meter, or &s, 7s 
and 4s, but just meters all along the line, 
whether its long or short, like the quire sings 
in the Episcopal church, and can trot, or pace, 
or gallop through a sentence and make the 
tune to fit it, meter orno meter. Still l don’t 
think old people ought to try to write poetry, 
for they can’t get up sufficient gush. Age 
knocks the poetry out of a man just like 
marriage knocks the music and romance out 
ofa woman. She quits playin’ the piano in 
abouttwo years and takes to the sewing ma- 
chine. She quits singing and goes to cluckin’ 
and scratchiu around. I don't like that. It 
always makes me sad to see an anxious, care- 
worn mother, and it would seem like enough 
to scare off her own giris from marryin’, but 
somehow it don’t. The longer a man can 
keep up his boyish feelings and hilarity and 
play hoss with his little boys, and the longer 
a woman can jaugh and frolic and picnic and 
romp with her children the better for’em. 
When Mrs. Arp condescends to put on her 
long-eared sunbonnet and go with meand the 
children to the dewberry patch Iam happy, 
ticks or no ticks. That’s an event, that is. 
Dewberries are ripe now, and we eat ‘em with 
sugar and shore enough cream and make pies 
out of ’em, and if sugar was cheap or easy to 
get, we would all be happy. No 
family of size and appetite like mine 
ought to go through the berry season without 
a barrel—for there are blackberries and 
huckleberries and rasberries snd cherries for 
‘tarts, and peaches and apples for dumplings 
and everything for jelly and preserves and a 
dollars worth of sugar at a time is just an ag- 
gravation. Mrs. Arp said yesterday she had 
“rather be stinted in anything than sugar’’— 
‘and coffee’’—said I. ‘Well, yes,” said she, 
“IT can’t do without coffee’’—‘‘and plenty of 
butter,’ said 1. ‘Yes, and butter,” said she, 
“and good Hour,” said I, ‘‘and lard and nice 
clothes and number 2 shoes, and so on and so 
forth and so on, aliof which endsin want- 
ing plenty of money. Jegso. 

The clover is blooming high this year and 
looks too lovely to cut down, but such is life 
and the end of ali things. 

Time cuts down all 
Both great and small. 

Old father Time used to go about in sum- 

mer clothes with nothing on but his bones 


‘and a scythe blade in his hand, but now 


we can cut dewn ten acres to his one 
witha buckeye reaper. They ought to get up 
a new picture with the old feller sitting up on 
a machine and driving a pair of Kentucky 
mules in a wheat field atharvest time, There 
are a heap of the good old primmer and spell- 
ing book pictures going out of date. Nobody 
ever uses an hourglass now. Nobody ever 
sees an old-fashioned bee hive with a round 
top and made of straw. The old farming pic- 
tures look curious to this generation—the 
humpbacked man cutting his wheat with a 
crooked sickle, holding a bunch in one band 
and cutting it with the other. And there was 
two men a plowing—one was driving the steers 


_ and the other holding the plow, and that’s 


where Ben Franklin got his maxim— 
‘‘He that by the plow wculd'thrive 
Himself must either hold ordrive.”’ — 

But now one man will sit upon a cultivator 
or a pulverizer and do ten times the work in 
aday. [dont see how them old time fellers 
did make a living, for with all our improvye- 
ments it is nip and tuck to getalong and keep 
even. But some of those old spellin book 
pictures stick fast and dont degenerate a bit. 
That rade boy still climbs the apple tree, old 
dog ‘Tray still gets into bad company, the bull 
gores the ox aud the milk maid has vain ex- 
pectations and turns over the bucket just like 
they didin the olden time. We can mend 
up our machinery and invent new ones but 
our old habits and traits of character remain 
about the same. I dont know that our people 
are any happier than they were 4,000 years 
ago and the same old truth prevails.

The Southern Mutual Insurance Company and Its 
Fund. 


From the Banner-Watchman. 

To the Editors of the Banner-Watchman.—Gentle- 
men: Iu your paper of the 18th instant was ub- 
lished an interview with one of the officers 0 the 
Southern Mutual Insurance company, ana some 
accompanyirg remarks, which are ca culated to, 
give such erroneous impressions as to the litigation 
now pending in connection with that company 
that we fee] called upon, as attorneys representing 
numerous policy hofders, both present and past, to 
state somewhat more fulls the facts of the case than 
your informant gave them, so that parties in inter-— 
«st may form their own opinions, instead of ac- 
cepting blindly those of any other person. 

This isa purely mutual company. It has. no 
stock in the usual acceptation of the term; those 
who insure in it become stockholders thereby, and 
in the very nature of a mutual company, every 
insurer has an interest in the assets he contributes 
to create.. The net assets, have not, however, been 
fully distributed to these stockholders or policy- 
holders each year, buta portion of them has been 
for a number of years reserved to build up a sur- 
plus fund, until it amounts to more than a million 
Gollars. This fund, the directors say in their bill, 
is large enough and in danger of becoming too 
large. We agree fully with this, and before a court 
and jury will endeavor to shqw that, under the 
charter, it should be istributed; that 
if it ean be kept together at all, it is much larger 
than is necessary, or than. is authorized by ‘law. 
On behalf of parties who claim an interest therein, 
we have applied to the court to cause @ division, if 
not of the whole, atleast of the excess over what we 
believe to be the lawful limit of thefund. Had the 
officer with whom you conversed, read the com- 
pany’s own bill, before being interviewed, or the 
cross bil's filed by us, he would have discovered 
that not only is the surplus fund in litigation, but 
itis the very essence of the litigation. The very 
first prayer in the bill filed by the company itself 
reads as follows: 

ist. ‘‘That the eharter of this company may be 
construed and interpreted so that by the decree in 
this case the legal status of the said reserve fund 
may be finally and definitely determined and 
fixed, and so that it may be ascertained and de- 
elared who are its lawful owners, and who are en- 
titled to share in any division of the fund itself, or 
of the income produced by it, etc.”’

As to the ditticulties of arriving at a distribution 
and the fact inatcach man’sshare will be small, 
(if it be a fact) we need only say that one of the 
chief objects of having a court of equity at all. is to 
handle such estates and distributious by machinery 
adapted to the purpose; and further, the fact that 
one’s rights may not be large would seem to be no 
reason why he should give them up altogether. If 
there be but a dollar which is rightfully ours, we 
Wantit: if there be a duliar which is our neighbor's, 
and not ours. we want him to have it; and we are 
confident that all right thinking people will agree 
with us. 

Your informant states that there is of course no 
need for anybody to take any steps in the matter. 

: in this connection we would’ state one or two 
acts. 

When the bill was filed, ten gentlemen, six in 
Georgia and four elsewhere, were selected by the 
company to represent éverybody in interest, and 
were served with the bill. Of course it could not 
be expected that these gentlemen were going to 
voluntarily assume the task of representing hun- 
d:eds of people in whom they had no personal in- 
terest, without remuneration, or without even 
being asked so to do, Very naturally, none of 
toaem had appeared, or answered up to the time of 
our employment, and the solitary answer which we 
found was made by other parties, who, like our 
clients, Came into the litigation voluntarily, and 


who asked a decree diametrically opposite to that j 


for which our clients contend. | 

When our views are so widely different from those 
expressed in the interview published, we respect- 
fully submit that there is the best possible reason 
for taking steps, and at once. 

in conciusion, permit us to say that we have not 
made, nor do we expect to make any attack on the 
abie and excellent gentlemen whoare now the offi- 
cers of ihe company, and who in their bill, admit 
themselves to b- at a loss as to Who is interested in 
said fund, and ask instructions, ete. 

We simply represent a numerous and respectable 
clientage, the members of which insist that they are 
interested. 

There is nothing verging upon an attack on any 
one. There is, however, no certainty how long the 
present board will continue in office. Suppose their 
successors Were less honest Witharule establish- 
ed by the courts that policy holders at the time a 
division might be déclared, should take the entire 
fund, what would be easier than to narrow the 
number of insurers, until,in due time, a pocket- 
lining dividend could be declared? What security 
has any policy holder, present or past, that he will 
n >t be left out?
